Co mmissio ners Meet. 


The county Commissioners will meet 
Monday at Brownstown. There are 
several matters of importance which 
will be considered by the commis­ 
sioners at this session. 


It is understood that a petition has 
I been prepared and will be presented 
to the county commissioners Monday , 
asking for the construction of a new 
g ravel road beg inning at the Yankee 
, road south of the city , proceeding 
north on Walnut street to McDonald 
street and from thence west to Poplar 
street. 
The petition has been sig ned 
by fifty or more voters, requesting that 
the road be built according to the pro­ 
visions of the three mile g ravol road 
law. 
One interesting question which may 
arise in connection with the building 
of the hig hway "is |whether a g ravel 
road already improved can be rebuilt 
under the provisions of the three mile 
law. 
It is contended by some who 
have studied the statute that only new 
roads can be constructed under ithis 
law and no provision is made for re­ 
pairing or rebuilding existing roads. 
The hig hway which the petitioners 
asked to be improved, was g raveled 
about lifteen y ears ag o and is now an 
improved road. 
The road, however, 
needs repair and that is the reason|the 
petition will be filed. 
Another peculiarity about the road 
is that the county controls all but 
three hundred feet of the hig hway to 
be repaired. 
It is said a statute has 
been lately enacted, covering such 
cases, and which provides that when 
the road to he improved is controlled 
by both the city and county , the city 
shall be liable for no costs whatever, 
except when the cost per mile of con­ 
structing the part of the road con­ 
trolled by the city , is in excess to the 
cost of constructing the same distance 
of the portion controlled by the coun­ 
ty , and in that case, the city is liable 
only for such excess amount. 
In the 
construction of this road it is hardly 
probable that the cost of constructing 
the three hundred feet within the city 
limits would be in excess to the cost 
of building a like distance 
by the 
county , and there would, therefore, he 
no additional cost upon the city . 
The law under which the petitioners 
desire the road built, known 
as the 
three mile law, was the center of much 
attention some time ag o, because it 
was declared 
unconstitutional and 
later upon rehearing , the former de­ 
cision of the court was reversed and 
the law was held valid. 
The petition 
will probably be presented Monday 
when the board of county commission­ 
ers meet in reg ular session. 


To Test Validity o f Order. 


The validity of the act of the Leg is- 
! lature creating the Railroad Commis­ 
sion of Indiana is attacked in a suit 
! filed in the Federal Court Thursday by 
the Baltimore 
Ohio Railroad Com­ 
pany ag aiost the commission, in which 
it seeks to enjoin the enforcement of a 
recent order requiring the road to 
equip its eng ines with 1,500-candle- 
power headlig hts. The commission's 
order was issued on Jan. 6 last and 
the suit attacks the practicability of 
it because the use of headlig hts such 
as is recommended by the commission 
would place the eng inemen in dang er 
of misreading sig nal lig hts along the 
road. 
The railroad contents that its busi­ 
ness is larg ely of an interstate nature 
and therefore the Cong ress of the 
United States is the only body which 
has the rig ht to reg ulate such matters. 
The brilliancy of the 1,500-candle- 
power lig ht, the petitioner relates, 
causes the blinding of the eng inemen, 
which frequently results in accidents. 


To Prepare Bill. 


A bill will probably be introduced 
in the next Indiana Leg islature that 
will g ive the women of the state the 
rig ht to vote for members of the board 
of school commissioners. 
The bill is 
to be prepared by the Indiana State 
Federation of Clubs, and according to 
Mrs. Grace Julian Clarke, president 
of the federation, the bill is already 
in the process of making and a mem­ 
ber of the Leg islature has promised to 
introduce it at the next session.

10». and Israel, a right­ 
eous nation, the earthly center, bring­ 
ing blessing to all the earth (Isa. lx, 
21; lxii. 1, 2, 6, T). 
In order to enter 
tbe kingdom one must have the right­ 
eousness described in the last lesson— ; 
not our own by any deeds of the law, ; 
but that which is through the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which is of 
God by faith (Phil. iii. 9». 
If this 
righteousness is truly ours it will be 
manifest in our lives to the glory of j 
God, and the whole life will be simply 
and only and always a desire for God’s 
approval. 
Thus the light will shine i 
before men and God will be glorified. 
According to the scribes and Pharisees, 
righteousness consisted of giving and 
prayer and fasting, but it was all to 
ebtain honor from men (Matt, xxiii. 5); 
It was not from the heart unto the 
Lord. 
In the lesson today our Lord 
takes these three things and teaches 
that those who seek the praise of men 
may get honor from men. but that is 
all they ever will get. The truly right­ 
eous will do their righteousness (verse 
1, margin and R- V.) unto the Lord, with 
tbe one desire of pleasing Him, and 
concerning such Jesus said three times, 
“Thy Father who seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly” (verses 4, 6, 18). 
The world’s favor is to many a great 
snare, but the motto of the truly right­ 
eous is, "Not as pleasing men but God 
who trieth our hearts.” ‘‘Not with eye 
service as men pleasers. but as the 
servants of Christ, doing the will of 
God from the heart” (1 Thess. ii, 4; . 
Eph. vl, 6». The words of our Lord in 
John vi, 57. seem to me to cover all this 
teaching, “As the living Father hath 
sent me, and I live by the Father, so 
be that eateth me, even be shall live 
by me.” 
Those who have taken the 
trouble to note how often in the book 
of Leviticus, the book of worship, the 
expressions “unto the Lord” and ‘‘be­ 
fore the Lord” are used and will lay 
this to teart will surely be delivered 
from the snare of the devil against 
which the Lord here warns us. 
In referenct to giving we have the 
contrast between the rich who cast 
Into the treasury of their abundance 
and the poor widow who. perhaps with 
some secrecy, cast in her two mites, 
but of which our Lord made such hon­ 
orable mention. 
Tbe being rewarded 
openly is referred to on another occa­ 
sion by our Lord when He urged that 
we should do good to those who can­ 
not recompense us here, reminding us

MANY MINERS KILLED 


Disaster 
in 
Kentucky 
Coal 
Mine 
Claimed M ore T h a n T h ir ty V ic tim s. 
Drakesboro, Ky., Feb. 3.—Thirty- 
three miners are known to have been 
killed, two are missing and fifteen are 
Injured as the result of the explosion 
in the Browder coal mine near here. 
There were 100 men in the two wings 
of the mine at the time of the explo 
sion, but the fifty in the west wing 
were uninjured and escaped. Those in 
the east wing felt the full force of the 
explosion. One or two of the injured 
are in a critical condition. 
Of the 
dead abput half were whites, all Amer 
leans, al*l the rest negroes. 
Pete Kelly, mine foreman, is among 
the missing. Thirty-three bodies have 
been brought to the surface. 
As a result of the disaster all of the 
mines in the vicinity closed down, the 
men offering their services in rescue 
work. 
The explosion is believed to have 
been caused by a miner’s lamp ignit­ 
ing gas in an unused room. The force 
of the explosion was apparently suffi 
cient to cause instant death to all the 
men in the eastern wing where it oc­ 
curred. Cars and heavy timbers were 
blown about like kindling wood.
